Explorations of Captain Melson la Mary- 
land Waters. 


The Baltimore Sun’s Easton Corre- 
i yemang writes as follows under date 

July 9th, ; à 

Capt. Samuel B. Melaon, of Oxford, 
spends several weeks every summer in 
exploring one of the water courses de- 
bouching into the Chesapeake Bay. He 
makes the trips in his large canoes and 
usually goes alone. This year he went 
up the Nanticoke, the river that divides 
Dorchester from Wicomico, to Gales- 
jwn on the Dorchester side and Sharp- 
town on the Widotiloo Ade. Here the 
north and northwest forks of the Nanti- 
coke, after draining all of Sussex coun- 
ty east of the Delaware water shed and 
part of Kent county, Delaware, unite to 
form the main stream. 

Navigator Melson's log is interesting. 
After comipg out of the Choptank from 
Oxford and passing Hille and James’ 
Points, the navigator coasts down- Tay- 
lor's and Hooper's Islands, through 
Hooper's straite, between Bishop’s Head 
and BWOdemith'e Island, Clay 
Island light house and enters the Nanti- 
coke between Frog Point and Nanticoke 
Some of the curious names of Nanticoke 
points are these; Roaring, Mulberry, 
Gravelly, Ragged, Penknife, Chapter, 
Point no- Point; aud those of -crevks: 
Cow, Langralls, Wetipquin, Whapper- 
mander, Jacks, Quantico, Rewaatico, 
Baron, Grimes, Chicone. Seaford, Del., 
is at the head of navigation on the north 
fork of the Nanticoke and Federalsburg 
Caroline county, on the northwest fork. 

Captain Melson says that Sharptown 
is one of the mont business-like and ap- 
parently prosperous places he has seen 
on the Eastern Shore. Every dwelling 
in the town is occupied and as new 
dwellings cannot be built fast enough 
for the demand, people who work An 


town are renting tenement honses from 
the farmers, 


One of the principal factories at Sharp - 
town is the basket and orate works of 
A.W. Robinson & Oo., where 300 hands 
are employed and which never shuta 
down, There are two marine railways 
which have been reorganized and are 
full of work. Mr. Saurehoff, the pro- 
prietor of one of them, is building a 
four masted schooner with three decka. 

he price for the work alone is $28,000, 

The Wicomico isa crooked and swift- 
currented river. Saltwater and fine oys- 
ter bottoms extend for 15 miles up the 
river above Roaring Point. Captain Mel- 
son, who is an expert on such matters, 
says it has been demonstrated that there 
are no finer oyster grounds belonging to 
the Chesapeake than these for oyster 
culture; and the thrifty oystermen are 
putting down many thousands of bush- 
els of oyater ‘shells every wiibon for 
clutches They get the shells mainly 
from Oxford, St. Michsel's and Cam- 
bridge They get the first crop of mark 
etable oysters in four: years from the 
time the shells are geposited. After 
that the supply is practical ly inexhaus 
tible. Thrifty villages are springing 
up on the Wicomico side of the Nanti- 
coke along the whole extent of this oys- 
ter territory. 


Murder at Bridgeville, 


Bridgeville, July 9 Garland Philips 
was shit and seriously wounded by 
Charles Cannon last night. The shoot- 
ing occured near Trinity colored church 
where a campmeeting was being held, 
and craated great excitement. 

Cannon went to the camp acoompani- 
ed by his wifu. About 9 o‘olook, be left 
her for a few minutes, and upon his re- 
turn found Philips talking to her. This 
made him furiously jealoud, and he ac- 
cused Philips of trying to force hw at- 
tention upon his (Cannon e) wife. The 
men got into a hot argument, when 
Cannon drew his revolver and fired, the 
bullet strikimg Philips just above the 
heart. Philips fell, blood gushing from 
the wound. 

After the shooting, Cannon coolly 
placed the revolver in his pocket, and 
called to his wife, helped her in the car- 
riage and took herhome. Leaving her 
there, Cannon drove here, and gave 
himself up to the authorities. He was 
taken to Georgetown jail by Constable 
Parvis 

About 1 o'clock this morning, Philips 
was brought here to receive medical at- 


tention, The ball was prohed for, but 
could not be tovated.

A Message Prém Oar Naval Leader

Washington, July 12—Admiral Re- 
mey, commander-in-chief of the United 
States naval forces on the Asiatic sta- 
tion, having arrived in Chinese waters, 
is in command over the head of Ad- 
miral Kempf, whom he ranks. Tt is 
delleved that his cablegram of yester- 
day, relating to the landing of the 
Ninth infantry, has lost a date line, 
for it is not doubted that the troops | 
were landed at Taku Instead of Che foo. 
Admiral Re- 
mey's message, dated Chefoo, July 10, 

“A yesterday. Twa battalions 
Ninth infantry and one battalion ma- 
rinės, Col. Meade, landed today to pro- 
eed. toy Tien Tsin. Allied forces at 
Tien Tsin engaged in maintaining their 
defenses. Ordered Solace here to take 
sick and wounded to Yokohama hospi- 
tal. Oregon proceeds soon to dock at 
Kure, towed by chartered steamer and 
convoyed by Nashville. Just learned 
from Admiral Seymour, at Tien Tsin, 
that foreigners there are hard pressed.” 

Admiral Kempff has scored another 
credit through the formal statement by 
the Chinese government that the bom- 
bardment of the forts at Taku, which 
was done over his protest and without 
his participation, precipitated the erfsis 
at Pekin. The Chinese government, 
furthermore, repudiates the Boxers. 
The document, which wan presented 
by the Chinese minister, gave great 
satisfaction here, as it showed that, 
assuming there was some fougdation 
for the first reports that the imperial 
government had encouraged the Box- 
ers, and even participated in the at- 
tacks upon the legations, an effort is 
about to be made to retrieve that mis- 
take. 


Luckless Gold Seckers Returning. 

San Francisco, July 12.+The steam- 
er San Juan arrtved yesterday from 
Cape Nome with 46 disappointed gold 
seckerg The Sam Juan left Nome on 
June 30. Actofdimg to the statement 
of her passengers there were 11 cases 
of smalipox there. There were also 
numerous cases of pneumonia. They 
predicted that the military rule now 
prevailing at the cape will soon adjust 
the differences between the contending 
claim owners, and that peace will be 
preserved. There are thousands anxi- 
ous to return to the states, they say, 
Dut they are penniless.

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THREE MONTANA TREES; 


On Twe of Them Rough Justice Was 
Administered, 

California has large trees, bat those of 
Montana are peculiar unto themselves. 
Three Montana trees in particular have 
noted individualities. One is im Alder 
gulch, where gold was first discovered in 
Montana and where the Vigilante So- 
ciety For Mutual Protection was organ- 
ized, with ex-United States Senator W. 
F. Sanders as chairman. Upon this par- 
ticular tree were hanged about 15 men. 
all of whom were duly tried and convict- 
ed. The tree was on an overhanging 
bluff near Bannack, and the victims 
simply fell over the edge and were check- 
ed in their flight by a rope whose other 
end was fastened to a projecting limb of 
the oak. To this procedure is due the 
uuusual degree of law and order existing 
at Virginia City: 

The second tree is peculiar in that it 
ls the only one in a city of 50,000 people 
—Butte, the great mining camp, from 
whose mines Marcus Daly and W. A. 
Clark derive the revenue to carry on 
their expensive feud. The pine tree is 
rapidly giving up Its life to sulphur 
ous fumes of the smelters, which bave 
proved fatal to all vegetation not in hot 
houses or conservatories. 

Over at Helena, upon entering the spa- 
clous rooms of the State Historical soci- 
ety. one’s eye Is Instantly attracted to an 


oll inti a pine suspended 
tae the lla et d. the fende 
In another room is to be seen a different 
view of this tree with two men hanging 
in midair from a convenient limb thereof. 
This tree Is one of the landmarks of 
Helena. The second view is that of the 
last execution in that city, in 1870, ex- 
cept by due process of law. Prior to 
that year courta were of an uncertain 
quantity in Montana, yet no man met his 
fate without a public trial, at which the 
evidence of guilt was incontrovertible, 
and from the time of the discovery of 
gold in Last Chance gulch in 1864 until 
1870 from one to two men annually suf. 
fered death by hanging on thia tree, from 
which uncanny events It derived its 
name, “hangman's tree.” 

Little now remains of this tree. In 
fact, its stump la barely discernible from 
Davie and Broadway streets. Retween 
the work of the elements and that of 
persons inclined to carry away a chip or 
branch the decayed stump alone marks 

12 spot. Ita first victim was “Coyote” 


Evans in 1865. Evans deliberately shot 
down his partner on Wood atreet in this 
city: was tried publicly and banged be- 
fore a crowd inside of 24 hours. Two 
other victims were, noted desperadoes 
named Daniels and “Frenchy” in 1866 
and 1867, respectively. — Butte (Mon.) 
Letter in New York Sun.

Mr. Charles A. Towne, the brilliant 
young westerner whose politics have 
been uil ver republican’’ but who may 
become a powerful factor for Mr. Bryan 
in the present compaign, has furnished 
the following very spt und clear den- 
nition of imperialism: 

“The empire is where the question 
whether a man shall have his due is 
determined by the caprice of some 
other man: where the ‘promise of 
nature’ is only barren ideality: where 
the Declaration of Independence is re- 
pudiated and scoffed] at; where the 
liberty which that great charter declar- 
ed to be given by Gop to all men is re- 
placed by the liberty which a McKinley 
may grant to some men ‘in such meas- 
ure’ as suite his opinion of ‘their capaci 
ty’; where the ‘consent of the governed’ 
is changed into the ‘consent of the gov- 
ernors’: where there are no rights, only 
concessions: where nations may be held 
as subjects: where authority may be 
limited in some places, but is absolute in 
others, and therefore tends to become 
absolute in all places,” 

This the Kansas City Convention- 
has declared to be the paramount issue 
of the day. The platform there adopted 
condemns the McKinley tendency toem- 
pire and pledges the party to the pre 
servation of the republic. The demo 
oratic declaration of principles declares 
that, We are not opposed to territorial 
expansion when it takes in desirable 
territory which can be erected into 
states into the Union and whose people 
are fit and willing to become American 
citizens, We ta vor expansion by every 
peaceful and legitimate means. But 
we are unalterably opposed to seizing 
or purchasing distant islands to be gov- 
erned outside the constitution and 
whose people can never become citizens, 

We aro in favor of extending the re- 
public's influence among the nations, 
but believe that fnfiuendé should be ex- 
panded not by force and violence but 
through the pursuasive power of a high 
and honorable example.” 

The preceding paragraphs breathe 
the true American spirit and should be 
acceptable to every man and woman in 
the republic who puts honor above co- 
ercion and freedom above force, 

In behalf of American labor the dem- 
ooratio party takes the following step: 

In the interest of American labor 
and the uplifting of the workingman, 
as the corner stone of the prosperity of 
our country, we recommend that con- 
gress create a department of labor in 
charge of a secretary, with a seat in the 
cabinet, believing that the elevation of 
the American laborer will bring with it 
inoreaeed prosperity to our country at 
home and to our commerce abroad.“ 

No nation can be prosperous and hap- 
py that has an army of men and women 
living in enforced idleness, and the 
creation of a department for the protec-

The Bible is a dictionary of the finest 
It employs, among living crea- 
tures, storks and eagles and doves and 
unicorns and sheep and cattle; among 
trees, sycamoree and terebimths and 
pomegranates and almonds and apples; 
among jewels, pearls and amethysts. and 
jacinths and chrysoprases. 
no stale Illustrations. Te lilies that he 
plucks for his sermons are dewy fresh; 
the ravens in his discourses are not stuff- 
ed specimens of birds, but warm with life 
from wing tip to wing tip; the fish he 
points to are not dull about the gills, as 
though long captured, but a-equirm in the 


ration of one of his sermous, he picks up 
a crystal and holds it before his congre- 
gation as an illustration of divine grace 
in the heart, when he says, what we all 
know by experiment, “Salt is good.” 

I shall try to carry out the Saviour’s 
idea in this text and in the first place say 
to you that grace is like salt in ita beau- 
ty. Ip Galicia there are mines of salt, 
with excavationé and underground pas- 
sages reaching, I am told, 280 miles. Far 
under ground there are chapels and halls 
of reception, the columns, the altars and 
the pulpits of salt.

ap Alhambra or Bt. Peter's.

It would take all time, with ap in- 
fringement upon eternity, for an angel of 
God to tell one-half the glories in a salt 
crystal.

Now, a soil rich enough to grow a 
strong crop of cow peas without fertil 
izing is also strong enough to make 
most ordinary field crops without the 
cow pea green manure. There may, 
however, be a serious shortage of fert- 
lizer nitrogen in the soil, but if so, it is 
almost invariable that available potash 
and phosphoric acid are lacking. In 
this case dn incomplete fertilizer; con- 
taining only potash and phosphoric 
acid, is ali that is required. The grow- 
ing legume (cow peas or any clover 


crop, will supply the fertilizer nitrog . n 
from the air. 


Another case in point is where plants 
suffer from folding or lodging and ear- 
ly yellowing of the straw or stalks at 
the roots. This is caused by a forced 
maturity of the crop. It is an evidence 
that the soil contains an excess of avail- 
able phosphoric acid, and consequent- 
ly a fertilizer containing only nitrogen 
and potash is required, The folding or 
lodging of stalks and straw is a sure 
indication that potash fertilization is 
badly needed. If this lodging occurs 
without indicat_ons of forced ripening 
of the crop, then potash fertilization 
alone is all that is required. 

As shown above, the incomplete fert 
ilizer has a proper pluce in goil anur- 
ing, but it must be used in its proper 
place. Commercially, nine incomplete 
fertlizers out of ten contain only nitro 
gen and phosphoric acid, a combina- 
tion rarely of value for special appliva- 
tions. For example, the function of 
nitrogen as plant food is to force a 
growth of leaf and foliage, invariably 
at the expense of blossoming when us- 
+d in excces, or with a deficiency of 
potash and phosphates. This means 
no grain in corn,littlelintin cotton, and 
coarse leaf in tobacoo. ‘The special 
function of phogphoric acid is to pro- 
mote the assimilation of nitrogen and 
potash, andto mature or ripen the 
crop: when used in relative excess, it 
prematurely..cripena the crop, unless 
potash and nitrogen are present in am- 
ple quantities. It is evident, therefore 
that a combination of nitrogen and 
phosphoric acid is almost invariably a 
poor mixture for incomplete fertilizers, 
notwithstanding that this is precisely 
the mixture most commonly found in 
the hands of dealers. 


There are explanations for montſqueer 
things. ‘The fertilizer manufacturer, 
in order to produce a very cheap mixt- 
ure, uses the cheapest materials. For 
example, cottonseed meal is cheap in 
the South, as is acid phosphate. as the 
phosphate mines are in the South. A 
mixture of acid phosphate and cotton- 
seed meal costa the Manufacturer very

SENSATIONAL EVIDENCE 


In the Trial of Powers For Com- 
plicity. in the Goebel Murder. 


ORGANIZED THE MOUNTAINEERS, 


Powers. According to the Testimony 
of W. H. Calton, Declared Mountain 
Men Would Kill Legislators Unless 
Contests Were Promptly Settled. 


Georgetown, Ky., July 19.—In the 
trial. yesterday of Caleb Powers, 
charged with complicity in the Goebel 
shooting, John A. Black, a prominent 
Republican banker, testified that Pow- 
ers told him in January that he was 
organizing mountaineers to go to 


| Frankfort. Black remonstrated against 


the plan. 
The principal witness was W. H. Cul- 
ton, who is himself indicted as an ac- 


| cessory in the killing, and his testimo- 


hy was sensational. Witness sald he 
attended a- conference at Frankfort in 
January at which Powers and others 
were present and the matter of bring-

was being discussed. 

Hamp Howard, Frank Cecil and other 
mountain men were there and were 
asked by Powers how many they could 
bring from Harlan, Belle and other 
counties. They promised to bring from 
50 to 200 men from each of the coun- 
ties represented in the meeting. Those 
in the meeting were to take charge of 
the men in their respective counties 
and bring them to Frankfort armed. 
Powers said, according to the witness, 
that when the men arrived at Frank- 
fort they would give the Democratic 
legislature 30 minutes in which to set- 
tle the contests, “and If they did not 
settle it in that time they would kill 
évery one of them.” Culton continued: 

“The mountain men arrived in 
Frankfort Jan. 25. They numbered 
from 1,000 to 1,200 men. Those who 
carried guns had them stacked in the 
office of the commissioner of agricul- 
ture, and each man was given a tag 
corresponding with a number on his 
gun. After holding the meeting in the 
state house yard the larger part of the 
crowd was sent home.“ 

Culton said Henry Youtsey came to 
him und told him he had found a way 
Goebel could be 
find out who did it. Youtsey said it 
could be done from the secretary of 
state's office, and showed some steel 
bullets. Witness told Youtsey such a 
thing should not be done. Ex-Gover- 
nor Bradley had told witness of hear- 
ing that Goebel was to be killed, and 
said it must not be done. Witness saw 
Youtsey again and the latter said the 
idea had been abandoned. 

Powers, the witness alleged, dis- 
tributed the money among the various 
captains who were to bring the 
mountaineers to Frankfort. He did 
not know whence the money came. 

He declared Governor Taylor fur- 
nished him (Culton) the money to 
bring the Jackson county crowd. The 
Witness said he heard W. R. Johnson, 
of Jackson county, talking about kill- 
ing Goebel with nitro-glycerine. Wit- 
ness said Governor Taylor did » not 
want the mountain men to go höme. 
Powers said they ought to be sent 
away, as they had not done what they 
were brought there for. Witness told 
Taylor what Powers said. ‘Taylor re- 
plied that Powers was a hotheaded 
fool, but he would wait and everything 
would be all right. 

Witness sald he went to Berry How- 
ard and others, at Taylor's Instance, 
and told them the governor wanted 
them to remain and not go home, as 
Powers wished.

DEATH OF MR. M. C. LEONARD. 


The Case Pécaliarly Sad Because of the 
Surrouadiog Circumstances. 


The ciroumstances surrounding the 
death of Mr. Marion C. Leonard make 
it peculiarly ead.

DEATH FROM TYPHOID, 


Alarming Prevalence of the Dread Dis- 
ease In Some Localities. 


PURE WATER THE PREVENTATIVE. 


Mr. Elmer W. Tilghman died at the 
Peninsula General Hospital last Tues 
day afternoon of typhoid fever. His 
remains were taken to Mt. Zion Method- 
ist Church for interment Thursday. 

Mr. Tilghman was a son of Mr, Sam- 
uel Tilghman, of Whiton, Worcester 
county. He was 26 years old, and un- 
married A slate, Mus Bertie Tilgh 
man, is at present ill of typhoid at the 
home of her sister, Mra. E. 8. Adkins, 
of this town, Her condition is not alarm- 
ing and the physicians are hopeful of 
her recovery. 

The Salisbury and Snow Hill physic- 
ians report that there is an epidemic of 
typhoid fever along the Wicomico and 
Worcester line, caused, they are con- 
vinced, by the germs taken into the 
system with drinking water, At the 
home of the young Mr. Tilghman who 


Mr. Leonatd fall, but immediately at- tied at the hospital, the supply of drink- 


ter the crash Mr. Stephen P. Toadvine 
came along and discovered Mr. Leon- 
ard apparently liteless. He gave the 
alarm and soon the Meere. Williams, 
Mr. A. C. Smith and the father and 
brower ho Were in the mill, were 
around the motionless body. Drs. 
Slemone and Morris weie im aediately 
summoned; meanwhile Capt, Sydney 
White lifted the i 
Messrs. Williams office and the physi- 
cians applied every artifice to resusci- 
tate the body. 

After a period of despairing effort 
the doctors were rewarded with signs 
of returning life. Mr. Leonard was 
taken back to his home but he never 
regained consciousness, except for a 
moment Wednesday. 

An examination of his body disclosed 
a cut on the back of bis head, caused 
presumably by contact with the sharp 
edge of a paving stone where he fell. 
There was a bruise on the right hip, 
also from the fall, The right side*of 
the face was swollen and a Mackened 
spot on the right shoulder blade showed 
where the électric fluid had come in 
oontlot with the body. Wednesday 
the discovery was made that the shoul- 
der blade was broken. His death Fri 
day morning was calm and without a 
struggle. The family declined to per- 
mit an operation on the head previous 
to Mr. Leonard’s death. The physi- 
cians, including Dr. Dick, thought the 
fall may have left broken bones of the 
scull pressing upon the brain or have 
ruptured a blood vessel. The family 
also opposed an autopsy. The remains 
will be interred in Parsons cemetery 
Sunday afternoon after funeral ser- 
vices at half after three o'clock in 
Trinity M. E. Church by Rev. Dr. 
Potta.

The Negra Uharles, Whe Mardered 
Twe Policemen, Has Net Yet Deen 
Captared-Attemptsa te Lynch Bis 
Companion Frustrated by Police, 


New Orleans, July 26.—The assas- 
sination of Police Captain Day and 
Officer Lamb by the negro Robert 
Charles hag, brought about s- condi- 
tion of unrest here, which last night 
called for the placing on duty of many 
extra poli¢e officers and the. calling 
out of a company of militia to aid 
them in preserving order. 

Several ‘suspected negroes arrested 
im the suburbs yesterday proved not 
to be Charles, and the police have been 
unable to flud any trace of the negro, 
A quiet tip was gotten out last even- 


ing for a mass meeting at Lee Circle, | 
and while there were no leaders or 


prominent.ditizens in the crowd it 
swelled to. several thousand people. 
who began a march to the scene of 


the crime, attacking all the negroes | 


who could be found, Chief Caster and 
every available policeman, as well as 
the Mastened to the vicinity 

in preventing a general 
riot, though it could not ‘suppress the 
lawlessness 


At 11 o'clock the mob changed its | 


course and began a march on the 
perielf prison, with the avowed inten- 
tion of lynching the negro Pierce, who 
was N * on Monday night 
and er Mora. The prison ís 
well defended. 

The mob reached the prison and 
found the police ready. It satisfied it- 
self by hooting into street cars, 
wounding a number of people, white 
aa, well as black, although the wound- 
ing of the whites was accidental. Sev- 
eral shops were broken into. 

The mob was composed largely of 
boys from 15 to 18 years of age. Two 
negroes are Known to have been killed 
during the mob's march. One was mur- 
dered in the “tenderloin” section after 
pulling a pistol to defend himself. 
Four negroes, badly beaten up, have 
arrived at the hospital, and many 
others were seriously injured by the 
mob. 

The police board yesterday offered 
a reward,of $100 for the body of 

ad or alive. It also deter- 
mined to investigate the police who 
were with.Captain Day, public com- 
Ment accusing them of cowardice in 
seeking a hiding place during the as- 
sassination, 

The trouble was started Tuesday. The 
police were informed that two suspi- 
cious negroes were hanging around a 
quiet neighborhood.

A CHICAGO FACTORY HORROR. 


Four Women Killed and Five Other 
Persons Injured. 

Chicago, July 26.—An explosion oc- 
curred yesterday in the chemical de- 
partment of the Windsor Celluloid 
Collar company, on the fourth floor 
of 126 Dearborn street, setting fire to 
the billding and resulting in the death 
of four women and minor -injurtes to 
five other persons. The dead are Mra. 
Ellen McLaughlin, Etta Munsell, Jen- 
nie’ Munsell and Grace Peterson. 

There were 25 girls working for the 
collar company when a terrific explo- 
sion occurred, which blew the glass 
of the front windows across Dearborn 
street. A sheet of flame followed in- 
stantly and the terror stricken girls, 
with their clothing afire, crawled 
through the windows to the 15 inch 
coping running along the front to the 
building adjoining, the windows .of 
which were thronged with men call- 
ing encouragement to the terrified 
girls. As fast as they reached the ad- 
joining building the girls were drawn 
in to safety. Just as Mra. McLaugh- 
Un was abdut to be helped through a 
window the girl behind, in her haste, 
pushed Mrs. McLaughlin, who lost her 
balance and fell to the pavement, dy- 
ing instantly. The others Jumped 
from rear windows. One was picked 
up dead and the others died at the 
hospital. 


| Saved From the Klette Chair. 

New York, July 26.—KEdward Wise, 
@ young man now in the condemned 
house at the state prison in Sing Sing, 
and who was to go to the electric chair 
on Aug. 6, has had his sentence com- 
muted from death to imprisonment 
for life by Governor Roosevelt. Wise 
was implicated in the killing of Charles 
F. Beasley, a cab driver, in New York 
on the morning of Nov. 9, 1898. He 
was tried and convicted and sentenced 
to death. While he was in the prison 
awaiting death the Boston police re- 
ceived a communication from the Scot- 
land Yard authorities stating that 
James Sweeney, formerly of Boston, 
while dying in England confessed that 
he had killed Beasley. 


Simpson's Ambition Doomed. 

Fort Scott, Kan., July 256.—The teat- 
ure of yesterday's proceedings in the

Stories of heroed, especially after they 
ure dead, are most likely to be taken 
with a grain of salt. But here iy ote 
of President Grant, or, rather, a com- 
tinued story of Grant as general and as 
president, which is new. It would be a 
characteristic story but for the modesty 
which veiled the grim warrior's gentler 
deeds, but as rare as may be the public 
knowledge of such, this one must paas 
unchallenged on the testimony of living 
and credible witnesses.

The man who tells it is a 
government employee, whose office was 
then, as it is — À a level with the 
street. 

One bleak wintry day he happened to 
look out on the street and saw a man 
examining a basket of apples held by 
the little girl, but instead of purchasing 
the man paged on, and for the fret time 
the government official saw Mary's face 
aud noticed its sadness, which he attrib- 
uted to disappointment over the loss of 
ber anticipated customer. To compen- 
sate her he called to her, bought some 
apples, took her into the office and in- 
duced his fellow employees to do the same, 
and then told her to come every day and 
he would buy apples from ber.

„Doctor,“ I said to a distinguished sur- 
geon, “do you not get worn out With con- 
stantly seeing #0 many wounds and bro- 
ken bones and distortions of the human 
body?" Oh, ao,” he answered; “all that 
is overcome by my joy in curing them.” 
A sublimer and more merciful art never 
came down from heaven than that of 
surgery. Catastrophe and disease enter- 
ed the earth so early that one of the first 
wants of the world was a doctor. Our 
crippled and agonized human race called 
for surgeou and family physician for 
many years before they came. The first 
surgeons who answered this call were 
minisiers of religion—namely, the Egyp- 
tien priests: Aud what a grand thing it 
all clergymen were also doctors, all D. 
Ds were M. D.'s, for there are so many 
cases where body and soul need treat- 
ment at the same time, consolation and 
medicine, theology and therapeutics. As 
the first sargeons of the world were also 
ministers of religion, may these two pro- 
feasions always be in full sympathy! But 
under what disadvantages the early sur- 
geons worked, from the fact that the dis- 
section of the human body was forbidden, 
first by the pagans and then by the early 
Christians! Apes, being the brutes most 
like the human race, were dissected, but 
na human body might be unfolded for 
phyriological and avatomica! exploration, | 
aud the surgeons had to guess what was 
inside the temple by looking at the out- 
side of it.

But the world from the very beginning 
kept calling for surgeons, and their first 
skill is spoken of in Genesis, where they | 
employed their art for the incisions of a | 
sacred rite, God making surgery the 
predecessor of baptiam, and we see it 
again in II Kings, where Abaziah, the | 
monarch, stepped on some cracked lat- 
ticework in the palace, and it broke, and | 
he fell from the upper to the lower floor, | 
and he was so hurt that he sent to the | 
village of Ekron for aid, and sculapius, | 
who wrought such wonders ofəsurgery | 
that he was deified and temples were 
built for his worship at Pergamos; and 
Epidaurus and Podelirius introduced for

‘ott came to combat diseases of the 
spine, and in our own century we have | 
had, among others, a Roux and a Larray 
in France, an Astley Cooper and ap 
Abernethy in Great Britain and a Va@lén- 
tine Mott and Willard Parker and Sam- 
wel D. Gross in America and a galaxy of 
living surgeons as brilliant as their pred- 
ecessors. What mighty progress in the 
baffling of disease since the crippled and 
sick of ancient cities were laid along the 
streets, that people who had ever been 
hart or disordered in the same way might 
suggest what bad better be done for the 
patients, and the priests of olden time, 
who were coustantly suffering from colds 
received in walking barefoot over the 
temple pavements had to prescribe 
themselves, and fractures were consider- 
ed so far beyond all human cure that in- 
stead of calling'tn the surgeon the people 
only invoked the gods!
